Feeding Calves 


Experiment ov Feeding Nursing Spring Calves in 1929 


Two series of experiments have been completed by Sni-A-Bar 
Farms, the United States Department of Agriculture, and Univers- 
ity of Missouri cooperating, in which the object has been to deter- 
mine the best method of management of spring and fall steer calves 
fed out to market at an early age. This is a report of the second 
of a series of trials with spring calves to determine the value of 
certain rations for the production of “baby beef.” A group of 
heifers has been ape this year to be compared with a group of 

imilarly fed steer calves. ie 

se this experiment is part of the National Project, “Quality in 
Meat.” The cattle were 
graded at the end of 


The addition of cottonseed cake increased the feed consump- 
tion, the daily gains and the market price which resulted in a high- 
er net return even with the higher feed cost. 

The addition of oats increased the feed consumption without 
increasing the daily gain which combined with the slightly lower 
price made the oat fed lot the least profitable. 

With a greater feed consumption the heifers made slightly 
lower gains than the steers handled in a similar manner and thus 
returned less per head. (+) The heifers were practically the same 
age as the steers but a larger proportion of them were from heifers 
calving for the first 
time, accounting in part 
for the lower weight at

The calves were allow- 
ed to run with their 
mothers on good blue 
grass pastures and were self-fed grain in creeps. The ration of 
the first lot consisted solely of shelled corn, the second and fourth 
lot (heifers) of 8 parts shelled corn and 1 part cottonseed cake and 
the third lot of 2 parts shelled corn and 1 part oats. All propor- 
tions are by weight. 

e creeps were located close to the watering tanks which had 
the effect of bringing the calves to their feed more regularly. If 
the calves did not come to the creeps during the first weeks of the 
trial they were driven, but when once accustomed to the feed they 
were allowed to come at will. 

_ The calves were weaned November 12th and are to be fed 
twice daily in dry lot until late spring the rations fed while nurs- 
Ing, using alfalfa hay and corn silage as roughages. 

On November 12th the calves were valued by a Kansas City 
r salesman at the price they would sell at on the Kansas City 
market on that day. These valuations have been used as a basis 
for calculating the returns which appear in the accompanying chart.

W. T. Jones, Jr., Builds Herd iv Sandhill Country 


In December there sv eo>x cuegrecrp ote 
came to the desk a letter : 
containing a check for a 
subscription to the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. That 
morning there were many 
just such letters in the 
mail, however this partic- 
ular letter attracted more 
than passing attention be- 
cause it contained a couple 
of nice clear snap shots, 
depicting to us for the 
first time a_ particular 
group of Aberdeen-Angus 
grade cows and their 
calves at a waterhole in 
the Sandhill country. In 
this same letter, W. T. 
Jones, Jr., of Bridgeport, 
Nebraska, made a few 
passing remarks about his 
herd. Among other things 
he said “Got six little 
calves in the last month 
and five of them are heif- 
ers. I am keeping every 
number of the Journal 
and like to look over the back numbers once in a while when I have 
time. When the Journal comes the other papers have to wait until 
I read it. I don’t want to miss a single copy.” 

Naturally such talk caused us to warm up a bit and take time 
out to make a presonal reply to Mr. Jones’ letter and here is his 
comeback. Its a good story and tells how a Sandhill farmer can if 
he will build for himself a good herd of Aberdeen-Angus beef cat- 
tle in a very short time. This is Mr. Jones’ reply: 

Dear Editor: I received your letter over a week ago and have 
been picking corn every day between feeding times and still have 
over two weeks’ work with, two teams to get it out. I had about 
2500 bushels of corn this year and fed a lot to hogs, and have a 
few old cows in the feed lot with the steers. I have my 1928 fall 
steer calves and ’29 spring steers in the lot. The fall calves are 
coming along faster than the younger ones now. Along about the 
last part of April or first part of May I will ship a car load to 
South Omaha. 

I was raised in a Hereford country and never was around the 
Aberdeen-Angus, although there was a herd about seven miles from 
our place when I was small and Capt. James H. Cooks’ herd was 
seventeen miles from there. When I was at the Nebraska School 
of Agriculture I had a chance to see the three beef breeds together 
and study them and compare one with the other. The blacks were 
first choice then for me because of earlier 
maturity and having no horns. 

After I got out of school dad went into 
the mule business and later came to the ir- 
rigated section between Bayard and Bridge- 
port. We fed cattle on beet tops when he

had more than the mules needed. In the fall of 1 

bunch of 87 cattle through a dealer for inahdee cattle uate 
bunch was 25 high grade Aberdeen-Angus cows. After I bal ’ 
part of them I figured out that I would take about $500.00 a 


if I cleaned up everything so I cut out 24 of the Aberdeen-Angus 


cows and sold the rest. Then about spring I went over to Mrs. 
Keenan’s Greenwood Ranch and bought a bull (yearling) to put 
with them. In ’27 and ’28 I put the bunch out to pasture. There 
was good grass and running water but in a hereford herd which 
was not satisfactory, as I did not want white-face calves. In the 
fall of ’28 I got control of a separate pasture and used it in ’29, 
Then I could keep my cattle separate. I have it again for this 
year. 

_ I have grained the calves that I have to sell each winter. The 
first crop I fed until spring and sold to a buyer here; the second 
crop I fed the steers until after the holidays and traded with a 
buyer for some red heifers, pound for pound. Hauled away eleven 
steers and brough back thirteen heifers and $21.00 in money. The 
third crop of steers are in the lot now. The two largest fall year- 
lings will weigh about 900 or 950 pounds now and are going to be 
pretty good when they go. I only use pasture and what salt they 
want in the summer and in winter I have used a little straw and 
a bundle of corn fodder with the corn in each, daily. I have never 
had much alfalfa hay for them yet. They have had the stalk and 
stubble fields to clean up each year. 

This winter I bought two stalk fields and some straw. Also 
some cubes, put out by the Purina Mills, for the cows and heifers. 
I fed % to 1 pound of the cubes per head 
daily, in the morning I have a field of bees 
to feed off now which was frozen in last 
fall. I will not feed any cubes until the 
beets are gone then the cattle will get cubes 
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on stalk pasture (Continued on page

“Tarkio” Schmidt’s Doddies Capture Carlot Championship 


Dark Brigade from Old Missouri sal- 
led forth to a triumphant attack upon the 
stronghold of the South—Fort Worth. It 
was not until the 1930 Fat Stock Show at 
Fort Worth last week that the grand cham- 
pionship ribbon in the fat carlot division 
was tied upon a load of Aberdeen-Angus 
— good friend Dan Casement had saved 
out a wonderfully fine load with which to 
defend the Whitefaced title at Fort Worth 
this year and the fraternity tied its faith to 
Dan’s banner. His load was good, perhaps 
better than he had been in the habit of tak- 
ing to that show, but the Schmidt load from 
Missouri was there and over in the eyes of 
Packer Judge Tom Cross who pronounced 
them the best load he had ever seen in the 
Fort Worth yards. : 

The Schmidt cattle were, with the excep- 
tion of two Westerns, from his own breed- 
ing and raising at the big Tarkio farms 
north of Kansas City, where he maintains 
one of the very fine breeding herds in this 
country. Mr. Schmidt has been assembling 
this herd for several years during which 
time he has been the hardest man to please 
that the market has had to deal with. That 
his discretion in selection and his discrim- 
ination against cattle that did not measure 
up to his standard were well grounded and 
justified is evidenced in his splendid success 
in the 1930 carlot show rings of this coun- 
try. 

From the same source Mr. Schmidt select- 
ed the grand championship carlot at the 
1930 National Western Fat Stock Show at 
Denver in January and now with what were 
left after taking out the Denver load he was 
able to go to Fort Worth and there defeat 
the best load of Herefords or at least one 
of the best loads of Herefords ever to be 
shown there. That speaks well for the Dod- 


dies, particularly Mr. Schmidt’s brand of 
Doddies, and the manner in which they had 
been prepared for the competitions men- 
tioned. 

Again the C. B. & Q. was on deck to take 
home with them the champion load which 
passed the auction stand at $20.00 per hun- 
dred pounds. Leave it to that system when 
it comes to searching out the kind of meat 
for service on their dining car system that 
demands attention and respect and causes 
patrons to stick to the “Q” because they 
like her eats. Mr. White, head of the com- 
missary department of the C. B. & Q., did 
not allow this fine load to get away from 
him. He will see to it that those patroniz- 
ing his system out of Fort Worth are served 
the “best in the land”—the Fort Worth 
grand champions. 

Jimmy Hollinger from Kansas took it up- 
on himself to defend the Doddie title in the 
single steer classes and succeeded in captur- 
ing the Aberdeen-Angus championship with 
his good calf All Irenmere, the last of the 
Irenmere clan for this show season, the oth- 
er two calves having brought down the Og- 
den and the Denver grand championships 
this winter. This man Hollinger goes after 
things with a vengeance. Last season he 
won the Denver Championship and while 
there made the remark to the writer that he 
expected to repeat in 1930 and perhaps take 
in a little new territory for he had three 
half brothers to the same calf at home that 
looked mighty good to him. There are still 
other paternal brothers “at home” for next

The majority of his pa 
will be black from the first cross and a still greater number will 
be straight black from the second cross. Dave Ireland, of §j 
Montana, is ready to testify to this statement and in fact has just 
given a little intormation as to his recent experience in this very 
matter. He says “I bought a registered Aberdeen-Angus bull 
from the Airyland Stock karm at Lewistown, Montana, mated him 
with a mixed bunch of Holstein, Hereford and Shorthorn cows 
Am now getting my first crop of calves. Up to date nine cows 
have calved and eight of the calves are coal black, the ninth calf 
is black wath a brockle face.” No doubt hundreds of other men 
who are using Aberdeen-Angus bulls for crossing and grading pur- 
poses can give similar experiences. In addition it is safe to say 
that nearly one hundred per cent of these calves will develop with- 
out horns. Thus the Aberdeen-Angus bull is serving right in the 
start two purposes. First creating a uniformity of color and sec- 
ondly in the removal of horns from the calves. This is not all. It 
will be found that these calves will begin to assume a uniformity 
in type and beef making qualities scarcely to be expected through 
any other line of crossing. A bull that is able to do these things 
for the farmer and cowman is worth much more to him in dollars 
and cents too, and yet, as a rule the Aberdeen-Angus bulls can be 
purchased for less money, at least so it would appear, when one 
compares quality with quality.

Regulations for Interstate Shipments of 
Live Stock Issued. 


Live stock owners often have occasion to 
ship domestic animals from one State to 
another. When they make such shipments 
they should know what regulations must be 
observed. These regulations vary some- 
what for animals intended for breeding, 
feeding, exhibition, and other purposes. To 
aid producers and shippers in obtaining in- 
formation governing each of these cases, the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has published a circu- 
lar which gives brief statements concerning 
the essential requirements for animals en- 
tering each State. This is Miscellaneous 
Circular 14-MC, “State Sanitary Require- 
ments Governing Admission of Live Stock,” 
which has just been revised and is avail- 
able on application to the department. 

The information in the circular is obtain- 
ed by the bureau from officials of each 
State, and deals principally with the move- 
ment of cattle, horses, mules, asses, hogs, 
sheep, and goats. Some States also have 
regulations governing the admission of oth- 
er stock such as poultry, foxes, dogs, and 
cats. Information as to who may inspect 
animals for shipment, what tests are ac- 
ceptable, and the names of the State offic- 
ials who have charge of inspection are also 
given.

BEEF STEAKS 


By Inez Searles Wilson, Director 
Department of Home Economics, 
National Live Stock and Meat Board. 


[Presented below is the second of a new series of 
articles dealing with beef and up-to-date methods of 
cocking beef. These articles which will appear as a 
regular feature in the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal are made possible through a special arrange- 
ment with the National Live Stock and Meat Board. 
—KEditor’s Note. ] 

To most everyone, beef steak means 
either a porterhouse or a sirloin, those 
luscious cuts of meat which may be broiled 
to a turn and to which one’s thoughts turn 
longingly when hungry. But there are 
other beef steaks that may be used to ad- 
vantage, both for variety’s and for econ- 
omy’s sake. Steaks are cut from the 
round, the rump, and the chuck; there are 
flank steaks and skirt steaks, too. All 
these may be made into delightful meat 
dishes, if they are properly cooked. 

The porterhouse and sirloin steaks are 
cut from the loin. The muscles_ which 
make up these steaks have not received 
much exercise; therefore, they are more 
tender than steaks cut from the leg or the 
shoulder where there is a greater amount 
of connective tissue and where the muscles 
have developed thickened muscle walls. 

The tender porterhouse and sirloin are 
best cooked by broiling or panbroiling; the 
less-tender chuck, round, and flank steaks 
need longer, slower cooking, usually in a 
covered pan so that there will be some 
moisture present. 

To many cooks all steaks look alike and 
each and every one of them go into a pan 
containing melted fat, and each and every 
one of them are “fried.” This is all wrong. 
The tender, juicy steaks deserve better 
treatment than this. They should be broil- 
ed or panbroiled. There is nothing myster- 
ious or difficult about broiling a cut of 
meat; a steak, a frying-pan and a fire are 
all you need. 

Broiled Steak. 

A steak to be broiled should not be less 
than 1 inch in thickness; the ideal thick- 
ness of the steak is from 1% to 2 inches 
thick. 

Trim off excess fat; but do not be afraid 
to buy a steak which you may consider ex- 
cessively fat because you will find such a 
steak extremely good. 

Wipe the steak with a damp cloth. 

Broiling may be done by direct heat over 
live coals, or under an electric heating ele- 
ment or the flame of a gas oven or it may 
be done equally well in a hot frying pan. 
This latter method is usually called pan- 
broiling. 

In broiling by direct heat, grease the 
rounds of a rack, place the steak on it and 
place near the source of heat. In broiling 
in a gas oven, place the steak two or three 
inches from the flame and leave the door 
of the broiler open. 

Sear the steak on one side and then turn 
carefully in order not to allow the juices 
to escape by piercing the brown crust 
which has formed. When both sides are 
well seared, reduce the heat and turn oc- 
casionally and finish cooking. 

The time required for broiling a steak 
cannot be given definitely because of dif- 
ference in thickness, difference in temper- 
ature, and difference in personal prefer- 
ence. It will require from 20 to 25 minutes 
to broil medium rare a steak 1% to 2 
inches thick under a gas flame. Season 
with salt and pepper and serve on a hot 
platter.

The Less-Tender Steaks, 

In order to get the best results with the 


salt and 


less-tender steaks, the method of cooking 


must be such that it will make them tep. 


der and also bring out their flavor. This _ 
is best accomplished by cooking slowly in 


a covered pan; or by frying slowing in an 
uncovered pan. The first method js really 
braising. 
Braised Steak. 
Since the steaks which are less tender 
are also lacking in fat, it will be necessary 
to add some fat in cooking. Sear the steak 


well in melted fat. After searing, first on 


one side and then on the other, reduce the 
heat, cover the pan and cook very slowly 
until the meat is tender. A bit of bayleaf 
or a slice of onion may be added asa 
change now and then. 

Fried Steak. 

To fry steak have it cut rather thin, 
score it deeply with a sharp knife; brown 
quickly in melted fat, first on one side and 
then on the other. Reduce the fire and 
cook until the meat is tender. Do not cov- 
er the pan. If desired, dredge the meat 
with flour before cooking. This method of 
cooking such steaks as the flank and the 
round is most successful if the steaks are 
cut from a well-fattened animal. 

Salt should be added after a steak is 
broiled or panbroiled, but it may be added 


at the beginning of the cooking process — 
when the method used is braising or fry- | 


ing. 

The tender steaks may be served rare, 
but the less-tender ones are best if cooked 
well done. 


Every steak in a side of beef will finda — 


frequent place on your table and will give 
the utmost in satisfaction if the proper 
cooking method is used in preparing them.

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Carlot Baby Beef Project 


Three Prize Winners Tell How Trick was Turned 


1 summary of feeding methods 
Re by three cooperators in the 1929 North 
Dakota carlot baby beef project. 

Ground barley was the major part of the 
grain ration fed by all men who competed 
in the carlot contest, says S. G. Denner, Ex- 
tension Animal Husbandman at State Col- 
lege Station, at Fargo. Alfalfa hay was 
fed whole in a rack, free choice, by all con- 
testants. Three of the men fed corn silage 
with the hay to make up the roughage part 
of the ration. The amount of grain ted was 
determined by all feeders according to what 
would be cleaned up shortly after each feed. 

Linseed oilmeal was fed by all at the rate 
of one to two pounds per calf per day. All 
feeders provided a sufficient supply of good 
drinking water and fed salt free choice. The 
following are brief individual reports on 
methods used in the production of the three 


heaviest carloads: ’ 


First Prize in State Contest. 

Otis Nelson, Mapleton (Cass County). 

Carlot of 15 Hereford calves averaged 995 
lbs. at 14% months of age and topped the 
market when sold. 

Sweet clover pasture was used before 
calves were started on feed. Feeding was 
started on December 10. The feed consisted 
mostly of ground barley and alfalfa hay 
with about five pounds of linseed oilmeal 
per 100 pounds of barley. After calves were 
on full feed they were fed all the grain they 
would clean up twice per day. They were 
allowed all the hay they wanted. No min- 
eral other than salt was fed but they were 
allowed free access to salt and water at all 
times. A straw shed was provided for shel- 
ter. A total of 38 cattle were on feed at 
the time this carload yas fed out. 


Second Prize in State Contest. 
W. L. Davis, Page (Cass County). 

Fifteen Aberdeen-Angus calves in carlot 
averaged 931 lbs. at slightly less than 15 

months of age and when sold topped the 
market. 

Calves were started on feed on Novem- 
ber 10th before they were weaned. They 
were fed in dry lot, feeding twice per day 
until March 1 and then three times per day 
until sold in July. Ground barley and oats. 
half and half. with a little linseed oilmeal 
was used to start the calves on feed. The 
amount of barley in proportion to oats was 
increased to 75 per cent after March 1. One 
pound of linseed oilmeal per head per day 
was fed with the grain ration. Calves were 
allowed all the grain feed they would clean 
up shortly after each feeding. Alfalfa hay 
and corn silage were used as the roughage 
feeds in the ration. Barn with doors open 
was used as shelter. Water and salt were 
available at all times. Forty-three head of 
calves were on feed at the time this carload 
was fed out.

Third Prize in State Contest. 

Frank Markow, Pretty Rock (Grant 

: County). 

Fifteen Hereford calves averaged 836 lbs. 
at less than 14 months of age and sold at 
the top of the market. 

Calves were started on feed on Novem- 

r6. They were fed in dry lot three times 


ground oats changing to barley gradually 
and after two months they were fed ground 
barley all they would clean up one-half hour 
after they were fed. Corn silage was mix- 
ed with the barley for the morning and 
night feeds. At noon they received only the 
ground barley. Linseed meal was fed with 
the barley. During the last month the calves 
received the linseed meal at the rate of one 
pound per calf per day. Whole alfalfa hay 
was fed, free choice, as the main roughage 
feed. The last four weeks the calves were 
fed ground corn with cob mixed with corn 


silage and were given all they would clean 
up after each feed. To prevent scouring in 
shipping the calves were fed prairie hay and 
ground oats for three days before sending 
to market. 

An open shed was provided for shelter 
with water available at all times in the 
shed. Salt was also fed free choice. The 
dressing per cent of these cattle was 62.4 
per cent. 

Thirty-three calves and 23 older catile 
were on feed at the time this carload was 
fed out.

North Dakotan Sees [Improvement Developed 


The early part of February was pretty 
rough in the vicinity of McHenry, North 
Dakota, according to word from John 
Knuth, who says it kept him pretty busy on 
account of stormy weather and bad roads 
to take care of his Doddies and Percherons. 
Mr. Knuth has been playing a rather single 
handed game for the last twenty-five years 
trying to build a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in a community where a majority of 
the farmers preferred to play with scrubs. 

Nevertheless he stuck to it from the very 
start. During the quarter of a century he 
has used successively no less than nine pure 
bred registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls and 
as a result has built a herd that caused his 
neighbors to sit up and take notice. Within 
the last few years going has been more 
pleasant. Neighbors have discovered the 
value of these good bulls. In some instan- 
ces Mr. Knuth has had to supply them with 
high grade bulls from his herd of high 
grades in order that he might prove to them 
right on their own farms just how valuable 
a good bull might be. All this pioneering 
and missionary work is bringing results and 
with the result a great deal of pleasure to 
the man who has won his point with his 
neighbors. 

At the present time a splendid son of 
Black Balzac of Page is being used at the 
head of the herd. He is breeding so well 
that one of his best sons is being retained 
now as a stock bull. This son Mr. Knuth 
believes will develop into an even better sire 
than his old daddy as he is wonderfully 
thick fleshed, low down and blocky, with a 
lot of real promise as a sire of real beef 
type.

THIS NEW YORK FARMER- 
DAIRYMAN WANTS TO KNOW 
ABOUT ABERDEEN-ANGUS. 


“As Editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal | wonder it you could give me a little 
more dope on the beet business” says a gen- 
tleman trom New York who says he owns 
a herd ot sixty head of Holsteins. “I have 
been a subscriber to your paper tor a year 
or more and read it with great interest. 
Here is the point, that puzzles me. How do 
all your big breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle get their money? Everyone can’t 
have the grand champion steer and sell him 
tor $7,000.00. What about the hundreds of 
other steers that sell for ordinary prices? 
What I am trying to find out is just this: 
supposing instead of having sixty Holstein 
cattle we had sixty Aberdeen-Angus cows, 
heifers, etc., where would we come out. We 
haven’t any grand champion to sell for 
$7,000.00, but would have thirty or forty 
calves, either steers or heifers every fall. 
How much should they bring at that time 
or does your Aberdeen-Angus breeder iat- 
ten them and sell them when they are one 
to two years old?” 

This is a subject that con be treated to 
good advantage by breeders who are now 
operating in various parts of the country 
and the Journal would ask that someone 
make authentic reply to this New Yorker 
who seems to be in trouble at this time. 

The Journal might suggest to this gentle- 
man that the Aberdeen-Angus business for 
the most part consists of producing a better 
quality ot beef for the market. The use of 
well bred Aberdeen-Angus cows and regis- 
tered bulls of proper type and quality aids 
materially in bringing to the producer the 
top market prices when his cattle are fin- 
ished and sent to the shambles. The por- 
tion of the breeders is small and the por- 
tion of the cattle is still smaller that is 
used for the purpose of growing registered 
cattle for breeding purposes. ‘lhe success- 
ful breeder directs his business so he is in 
position always to cull close—in other 
words his business is based upon being able 
to send a good share of his annual crop to 
market at top prices. The outstanding in- 
dividuals are selected from the annual crop 
and from them should come the breeding 
stock used in the building of the registered 
cattle business. Those who are fortunate 
enough to be able to mate and bring out 
outstanding breeding cattle are of course 
the ones to reap the breeding cattle prices. 
Aberdeen-Angus cattlemen are generally 
proud of the fact that their breed is an 
honest to goodness merchantable commod- 
ity. It matters not what cattle prices may 
be, the fact remains that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle bring a better price at the markets 
quality pitted against quality with any 
other breed than can be expected from the 
other breeds. This is the sales argument 
for the Doddies. —

The Man Who Popularized Baby Beef. 

One of the outstanding but comparatively 
unhearalded events of the International 
Stock Show held recently in Chicago was 
the presentation to the Saddle and Sirloin 
Club of a large portrait of William McCom- 
bie, of Tillyfour, Scotland, master breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The gift was made to the club by Oak- 
leigh Thorne, president of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Association, on the centennial of the 
first exhibition of Aberdeenshire breeding 
cattle at any stock show (Chas. McCombie, 
father of William, first exhibited such cat- 
tle at Perth, Scotland, in 1829). The ad- 
dress of presentation was made by Robert 
C. McCombie Auld, of New York, nephew 
and assistant of the great breeder. 

In view of the fact that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are now unquestionably the grand 
champion meat breed, the presentation of 
this portrait is fraught with considerable 
significance. William McCombie, moreover, 
was not only the master breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, but also the originator, 
mM a sense, of “baby beef.” The champion 
tattle he exhibited at the Paris show in 


_ 1878 were among the first grand champions 
to take blue ribbons and gold medals while 


still virtually in their infancy. These cattle 
were accompanied to the show by Robert 
Auld, who made the presentation speech 
last month at the Saddle and Sirloin Club. 

Among other things the great breeder 
was visited by Queen Victoria in 1872 and 
shortly afterwards became a member of 
Parliament. 

The above picture shows, left to right, 
Dr. Clemens, assistant ringmaster of the 
International; Barney Heide, secretary; Col. 
Edward N. Wentworth, ringmaster; W. H. 
Tomhave, secretary of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Association, and Robert C. M. Auld, nephew 
of the master breeder. The picture of Wil-

Club Work 


Creates Interest iz Raising Live Stock 


__ “Four-H Club work gave me an opportun- 
ity to become personally interested in rais- 
ing live stock,” states Ora Vieux, Greens- 
burg, Kiowa county, Kansas, in his story of 
club work. Last year Ora won a prize trip 
offered by the Rock Island railroad to the 
National Boys and Girls 4-H Club Congress 
and the International Live Stock Exposition 
in Chicago, for being one of the most out- 
standing calf club members in the state. 

In his baby beef projects he has fed Aber- 
deen-Angus calves. Last year his calf won 
the grand championship at the Comanche 
county fair, was second at the Kiowa coun- 
ty fair and placed at the Kansas State fair. 
In fact, every year since he has been in club 
work Ora has had a calf that has been at 
the top or near the top at all the fairs 
where he has shown. 

In addition to his baby beef project he 
has carried a good sized hog project at the 
same time. During the past year he raised 
and fed 46 head of hogs of his own breeding. 
In his live stock project work Ora has fed 
a balanced ration and followed the recom- 
mendations of the Kansas State Agricultur- 
al college in regard to feeding practices. 

Ora is a booster for club work and he 
ends his club story with the statement, “The 
biggest inspiration in club work to me is to 
attend the state and county fairs and com- 
pete with other club members because it is 
there that we club members have a chance 
to compare our work with other boys and 
girls. I plan on continuing my club work 
and I think that every rural boy and girl 
should be a club member.”

One of the youngest visitors to the 1929

The International Reserve Champion. 


Here is a brief account of his club calf 
which Waldo Momnsen, Miles, Iowa, club 
boy sent us a few weeks ago. 

“I got my calf from Marshall Hysell on 
September 8, 1928. His sire was Ericmere 
9th. He had been weaned and put on feed. 
I fed him corn, oats, oil meal and Champion 
Molasses when I got him home. He was 
weighed up the first of January and he 
weighed 690 lbs. and when he was sold 
weighed 1195 lbs. I paid 15c per lb. and he 
weighed 455 the 3d of September, and he 
was sold at 32c per lb. ;

Practices of Five Successful Farm Poultry P roducers 


With the introduction of mechanical incu- 
bation and brooding into the plan of raising 
poultry, we find many different practices 
being advocated by successful poultry pro- 
ducers in raising chicks. ; 

One need only talk to a comparatively 
small number of poultry producers until one 
becomes aware of the fact that there is no 
set plan or, in other words, no definite road 
to success in raising chicks. The funda- 
mental requisite, however, essential in all 
practices is Sanitation. The writer has seen 
chick brooding units where principles of 
sanitation were violated and yet chicks were 
raised. On the whole, however, the import- 
ance of sanitation cannot be over-emphasiz- 
ed in the raising of young chicks. If you 
are successful with your own practice in re- 
gard to starting chicks I would not change 
for another method, but on the other hand 
if one is dissatisfied with the results obtain- 
ed and feels that improvement can be made, 
then I would suggest trying methods that 
have produced results when used by other 
practical poultry producers. The writer 
knows of cases where producers would state 
that they could not raise chicks unless they 
were started on sour milk or buttermilk. 
Then probably on the same day would meet 
another party who would make the follow- 
ing statement, “I do not use sour milk or 
buttermilk until my chicks are from three 
to four weeks old. I like this system of 
feeding because I can raise a larger per- 
centage of the chicks.” Many producers 
will use gravel or sand in the brooder house 
at the time the chicks are placed under the 
brooder. With an insufficient amount of 
food available for the chicks this system 
may prove hazardous in that the chicks con- 
sume the gravel or sand to such an extent 
that it causes impaction. One must see that 
there is an ample amount of mash-hopper 
space available for the birds at all times. 

Chicks should not be overcrowded. For a 
brooder house 10x12 feet on the average 
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farm, we would suggest around 350 chicks. 
Oftentimes we find that from five to six or 
even seven hundred chicks are placed in an 
area of 10x12 feet. 

The following narratives will give briefly 
some of the factors in chick management 
practiced by five successful poultry produc- 
ers. «| 
Mrs. Gustav Friederichs, Dixon, Iowa, 
writes: 

I have a flock of two hundred White 
Wyandottes that I mate with the best cock- 
erels I can get. I set my own eggs in two 
large incubators as I don’t bother with set- 
ting hens. 

A few days before the chicks hatch, I 
clean and disinfect my brooder houses. 1 
know that I can expect around six hundred 
little chicks, so I must get two houses 
ready. I spray the walls thoroughly with 
Stero-Spray, a fine spray for this purpose; 
it leaves the walls so white and does not rub 
off. Then I clean and scrub the floor with 
a strong solution of lye. I then set up my 
hard coal brooder stove to dry out the 
houses. 

After the floors are dry I put in several 
buckets of clean sand; this lessens the dan- 
ger of fire, makes it easily kept clean and 
also furnishes grit for the little chicks. 

After the chicks are well dried off in the 
incubator I turn down the heat a little and 
let them remain in the machine over night. 
It is fatal to take them out too soon. In 
the morning I take them in covered baskets 
to the brooder houses which are nice and 
warm now and carefully put them around 
the brooder stoves. 

For the first day and night I place a card- 
board guard around the hover which is 
about two feet high and place it about two 
feet away from the stove to keep the chicks 
from getting too far away from the heat. I 
spend most of my time with them the first 
day for should they become too warm, 
trouble will be sure to follow. I darken 
the windows somewhat and the little chicks 
will sleep most of the day. This helps them 
to absorb the yolk of egg which was drawn 
into their bodies just before hatching was 
completed. Late in the afternoon I dip each 
little bill in sour milk to teach them to 
drink. The next morning I set out some 
glass fountains with sour milk. I give no 
water the first four weeks. Then I spread 
clean newspapers here and there around the 
room and on this is placed a ready mixed 
starting mash containing a good mineral. I 
feed only a little five times a day for the 
first five days. I leave this mash before 
them about fifteen minutes the first few 
days. I wash the drinking founts and clean 
the floor every evening also put in fresh 
clean straw. After the fifth day, self feed- 
ers are brought in and a little scratch feed 
is scattered in their clean litter in the eve- 
ning. As I hatch early in February and 
March it is still quite cold, so I try to open 
up the windows during the middle of the 
day so that they can get direct sunshine. I 
also cut pieces of green sod and put before 
them as this keeps them busy and also en- 
ables them to come in contact with the soil. 
I do not let them leave the brooder house 
before they are three weeks old for it is so 


easy to chill them when they ar 

If at any time I see any that show sigan 
weakness or look unthrifty I cul] them : 
and kill them. This prevents disease ie 
ing in the flock and protects the h ealthy 
ones. 

The brooder stove must be cleaned out 
every evening and only the best hard ‘ 
should be used. Then the fire will not 
~ and so chill the chicks. & 

ne important thing about raising chi 
that is often overlooked is to padi 
brooder houses to clean ground every ; 
spring. 

After my chicks are about half grown | 
give each and every chick a double dy 
worm exterminator and again in the fall be. 
fore they are moved into their winter house 
This keeps them growing and prevents dis. 
ease from getting a start. 

Mrs. R. D. Hawks, Audubon, Iowa, 
writes: 

After chicks are removed from the incy- 
bator they are placed in baskets or chick — 
boxes until they are from sixty to seventy- 
two hours old. The brooder house has been 
thoroughly cleaned and scrubbed with lye 
water. The brooder stove is started two or 
three days before chicks are ready. The 
temperature is regulated to about 90 de- 
grees under the edge of the hover and about 
two or three inches from the floor. This 
temperature is gradually reduced when the 
chicks are about two weeks old. Clean pa- 
pers are spread on the floor, wire netting is 
drawn around the hover for the first few 
days to keep the chicks from straying too 
far from the heat and becoming chilled, A 
commercial starting mash, containing cod 
liver oil and the necessary minerals is plac- 
ed in several flat pans just outside of the 
hover. For the first few days a little sand 
is sprinkled on it. After that time the sand — 
is kept in pans or hoppers. Several foun- © 
tains are filled with buttermilk and placed 
near the mash. This is the only liquid pr- 
vided for a few days. After that time, both 
buttermilk and water are kept before them. 
As chicks are removed from the basket each 
bill is dipped in buttermilk. If they seem 
a little slow in learning to drink, this is re 
peated. Mash, buttermilk, water and grits 
kept before them at all times. When about 
a week old, a little fine scratch feed is fed, 
sparingly at first. This is also fed in pam. — 
The amount is gradually increased, until a 
the age of six or seven weeks nearly 
much by weight as mash is fed. : 

About this time the starting mash 3 
gradually changed to growing mash and 
coarser scratch is used, being fed once & 
day in the evening. All that the chicks will 
clean up is given at this time. Growing 
mash is used for about six months, whet 
laying mash is substituted. Green feed 
fed in some form when chicks are about two © 
weeks old, and they are allowed out on4 
clean grassy run. 

The papers are used on the floor about 
ten days, being changed every other day. — 
After that time short cut alfalfa, is used for ~ 
a few weeks, after which straw is substitut- @ 
ed 
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Fountains are cleaned daily. A 10’x12 7 
house is used for from 200 to 300 chicks. 
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Mrs. John Kane, Brooklyn, Iowa, writes: 

In order to raise a fine bunch of chicks I 
like to set eggs from yearling hens and ma- 
tured pullets, and have these hens well car- 
ed for during the winter. Use a good incu- 
bator, one that runs an even temperature. 
I would not try to raise a chick hatched in 
nineteen days. Have the brooder house 
clean. I scrub the brooder house with boil- 
ing hot water and lye, use a good brooder 
stove, one that will run a temperature 
around 90 degrees under the edge of the 
hover. Use clean litter and change it every 
other day. ‘ 

‘Take the chicks out of the incubator on 
the evening of the twenty-first day. Put 
them in chick boxes. I never feed until 
they are forty-eight hours old. Give each 
chick a drink of warm water when you put 
them under the hover. I use an intestinal 
antiseptic in the water for seven days, then 
skip seven days; continue until they are six- 
teen weeks old. At the end of the third 
week I add sour milk, using one fountain 
for milk and one for water. I feed oat- 
meal and mash mixed half and half on pa- 
pers for the first week, giving them all they 
will eat in five minutes. Feed three times 
a day. Use clean papers at each feeding. 
The second week I gradually work in the 
scratch grain with the oatmeal and feed 
the mash in self feeders. At the end of the 
second week they have access to the mash 
at all times. I feed scratch grain three 
times a day in the litter after they are two 
weeks old. They get a lot of exercise 
scratching and digging, and by keeping the 
litter clean they are always busy. Get them 
out on clean ground at the end of the second 
week. If they can’t get grass, supply the 
green food. 

Mrs. Fred H. Urbatch, Grafton, Iowa, 
writes: 

The first thing to consider in raising 
chicks is to have strong well hatched chicks. 
Since we have been breeding and building 
up our flock we have done our own hatching 
with incubators then we are sure of keeping 
in our own strain. 

After the chicks are hatched and the last 
one is about forty-eight hours old we put 
them under the hover having had the brood- 
er running for a day or so with a tempera- 
ture of about 90 to 95 degrees. We use 
sand under the hover with some chaffy lit- 
ter around the edge. We avoid the use of 
too much straw or chaff on account of the 
ge of fire and find our chicks have done 
as well. 


Their first feed is the grit obtained from 
the sand and all the sour milk they want. 
We give them a little chick starter in a 


_ short while as we find they will not start 
_ picking at each other if there is food to 


pick at. They are not given much food at a 
time but fed about five or six times a day 


i for the first few days. Other years we us- 
_ ed sour milk as the only drink up to twelve 


_ weeks with the chick food recommended by 


Sha 
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_ the Iowa State College. However, being 


short of milk this spring we gave them sour 
milk for nearly a week gradually substitut- 
Ing water and started them with a good 
commercial chick feed. They were kept on 
the chick starter until 6 to 8 weeks old then 
gradually put on to the growing mash and 
kept there until their bodies seemed to be 
developed far enough so a laying mash 


could be fed.

We try to keep the brooder houses clean 


‘ _ and as even a temperature as possible. Cel- 


0-Glass was used in place of part of the 


_ Window glass and a mash containing cod 


liver oil was fed. We think this accounts 


_ for part of the success we had in raising 


our earliest hatch this last spring. The 
chicks were kept on a board floor for the 
first 4 or 5 weeks and not allowed to be out- 
side during that time on account of the 
snowy cold weather. We gave them sod to 
scratch and pick at. Some of the pullets 
started laying the first part of August and 
seemed to be big bodied and well developed. 

Mrs. B. E. Craven, Kellogg, Iowa, writes: 

In the thirteen years of experiences I 
have had in rearing our trap-nested White 
Leghorns I find that I am using about the 
same methods that many other successful 
poultry producers are using except in our 
work we go much further than it is advis- 
able for the every day poultry man to do, 
that is, we go into the study of those vital 
questions of vitality, hatchability, and liva- 
bility as it depends upon our ultimate suc- 
cess with the chicks set out. A study is 
made of each hen and her progeny as a unit. 
By the trap-nest we are able to pedigree 
each chick hatched and when mortality or 
weakness appears we are able to check back 
to the very hen or hens. I firmly believe 
that one-third of the chick losses could be 
eliminated if people would buy chicks from 
those flocks that have made the tests that 
we make here. Chicks that come from 
known strong parent stock and tested for 
livability is your best chick insurance. After 
we have the desirable attributes in the baby 
chick and can say that it is well hatched, 
we are ready then for the proper place to 
brood the chick. 

I place the chicks in ordinary chick boxes 
directly from the incubator, sorting and 
culling for only the best ones, culling al- 
ways should start at this point. Keep chicks 
comfortable until ready for the brooder 
house which is about thirty-six hours after 
hatching with us. In the meantime make 
the brooder house ready. The building is 
thoroughly cleaned and sprayed, the stove 
regulated so the thermometer reads 95 de- 
grees at the edge of the hover, and two and 
one-half inches from the floor. Peat litter 
is used for litter, about one inch deep on 
the floor. When litter and the house are 
warmed thoroughly the chicks are placed 
under the hover, I try to do this in the 
morning so I will have the whole day to 
watch them. 

The chicks now have all the warm sour 
milk they can drink and as soon as they 
have their drink I darken the house and this 
makes them settle down around the hover 
just as I want them to do at night. By 
3 p. m. I give them their first feed, a little 
mash with a little coarse sand used as grit. 
I place the mash on newspapers, all they 
can eat in a very short time. In this way 
they get a ittle feed but must work for it. 
The milk is still before them ten to fifteen 
minutes, and the house is again darkened. 
The next day the chicks are fed in the same 
way about five times, increasing the feed- 
ing times each day until about the eighth 
day the mash is left before them all the 
time. They still have the milk before them. 
A small amount of scratch grain is now fed 
increasing the amount each day until the 
chicks are consuming about half mash and 
half grain. Water is also given them so 
they may have milk or water as they wish. 
The chicks serve as their own best guide 
and the heat is decreased as they grow old- 
er. Windows are taken out on sunny days 
so the chicks will get the benefit of the di- 
rect sun’s rays. A commercial mash with 
Minrol Protin and Cod Liver Oil is used. 
Those two elements are absolutely neces- 
sary to bring the chicks through those bad 
days in early spring and when the chicks 
must be kept inside much of the time. I 
have had no cases of leg weakness, no un-
